Since the de- 
parture of Professor Raymond Mo- 
ley it is Tugweil who has been the 
principal target of those who deride 
the "brain trust" and all its works. 
Second, by making a direct and 


vigorous defense of new deal poli- 
cies, "wriether brain trust or other- 
wise". 


Answer to Dr. Wirt 


In the impromptu speech which 


Mr. Roosevelt made in connection 
with the subsistence homestead pro- 
ect, observers saw his answer to Dr. 
William A. Wirt and others who 
have sought to pin the label of radi- 
calism' on administration policies. 
The subsistence homestead program ] 
was particularly denounced by Dr. i 
Wirt as communistic in scope and 
intent. 


The President declared the sub- 
sistence homestead theory was one 
of his "pet children" and he pro- 
posed to protect it and to foster it.

WA1"TER Duraniy> writing from Moscow to the New York 


Times, says that farm work in Soviet Russia is already far 


ahead of what it was at this time a year ago. 
The work is'pro- 


gressing with more enthusiasm, and the wheat sown last fall is 
in good condition. 


According to ne\vs coming from various sources in Russia 


the Soviet crop of wheat in 1934 promises to be considerably 
larger than the one harvested a year ago. 
This is all very in- 


teresting in view of the strenuous efforts made in the United 
States to cut down wheat production. 


So long as the American farmers raise more wheat than is 


consumed in our own country the price of wheat here will be 
regulated by ihe wortd price. 
The world price will depend not 


alone on the wheat surplus in the United States, but on the world 
total. 
It is a little difficult to see, therefore, just how it is going 


to help the American farmer to reduce the amount of wheat he 
raises, if other countries like Russia are to take advantage of the 
American program to raise more wheat.

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WHEAT PRODUCTION

ALTER Duranty, writing from Moscow to the New York 


Times, says that farm work in Soviet Russia is already far 


ahead of what it was at this time a year ago. 
The work is pro- 


gressing- with more enthusiasm, and the wheat sown last fall is 
in good condition. 


According to news coming from various sources in Russia 


the Soviet crop of wheat in 1934 promises to be considerably 
larger than the one harvested a year ago. 
This is all very in- 


icresting in view of the strenuous efforts made in the United 
States to cut down wheat production. 


So long as the American farmers raise more wheat than is 


consumed in our own country the price of wheat here will be 
regulated by the world price. 
The world price will depend not 


alone on the wheat surplus in the United States, but on the world 
total. 
It is a little difficult to see, therefore, just how it is going 


to help the American farmer to reduce the amount of wheat he 
raises, if other countries like Russia are to take advantage of the 
American program to raise more wheat. 
The price will be 


regulated on the world supply of -wheat and he is very apt to 
find that his curtailed production means less money to himself 
and more .to the European peasant. 


Of course if wheat production in the United States is held 


down to the domestic consumption level, then the tariff will be- 
come fully effective and the farmer can depend on a higher 
price. 
But this is a little difficult to do, because higher prices 


always stimulate production, and in any event the administration 
at Washington seems to be turning toward the internationalist 
viewpoint. 


The farm problem has not yet been solved by government 


regulation and it is becoming evident that it may take more than 
one Brain Trust to find the satisfactory answer.

Under Its provisions, greater freedom and liberty would be given Indians, 
but with wise governmental oversight provided. Restoration of allotted 
lands to tribal ownership and building up of Indian reservations are 
among the commissioner's proposals. 
Self-government on the tribal 


plan would be authorized as rapidly as the Indians showed themselves to 
toe-qualified for it, and Indian boys and girls would be trained along the 
lines best suited to make them fit into lile on the reservations. The 
tribes would be free to undertake economic projects and to manage their 
own affairs.

n iA I .T E R Uuraniy, wriiiii|j; from Moscow to the New York 


'i'imes, says that farm work in Soviet Russia is already far 
alicad of what it was at this time a year ago. 
The work is p ro­ 
gressing with more enthusiasm, and the wheat sown last fall is 
in good condition. 


According to news coming from various sources in Russia 
the Soviet crop of wheat in 1934 promises to be considerably 
larger than the one harvested a year ago. 
This is all very in­ 
teresting in view of the .strenuous efforts made in the Unitec 
States to cut down wheat production. 


So long as the American farmers raise more wheat than is 
consumed in our own country the price of wheat here will be 
regulated by the worM price. 
1'he world price will depend not 
alone on the wheat surplus in the United States, but on the world 
total. 
It is a little difficult to see, therefore, just how it is going 
to help the American farmer to reduce the amount of wheat he 
raises, if other countries like Russia are to take advantage of the 
American program to raise more wheat. 
The price will be 
regulated on the world supply of wheat and he is very apt to 
find that his curtailed production means less m oney to himself 
and more to the European peasant. 


O f course if wheat production in the United States is held 
down to the domestic consumption level, then the tariff will be­ 
come fully effective and the farmer can depend on 
a higher 
price. 
But this is a little ditficult to do, because higher prices 
always stimulate production, and in any event the administration 
at Washington seems to be turning toward the interfiationalist 
viewpoint. 


The farm problem has not yet been solved by government 
regulation and it is becoming evident that it m ay take more than 
one Brain Trust to find the satisfactory answer.

able to provide a share of the $115,- 
000.000 program planned to carry 
relief through next February.

lief board's coffers after the April 
aJlottments were made and grants 
for May must be made shortly. Re-

a last minute $10,000,000 federal 
grant.

The legislature, in its haste to 


pass liquor legislation, apparently 
overlooked repealing the old law. 
In fact, the statute was completely 
forgotten until City Treasurer Willb 
Hadley of Philadelphia unexpectedly 
disinterred it yesterday as the rea- 
son for refusing Connie Mack a li- 
cense to sell beer to thirsty baseball 
fans.

Decree of Judge R. L. Hildebrand 


in the case of Samuel Clark by his 
father, Elmo Clark, against Mada- 
line Babiarz, was entered today at 
the register and recorder's office. 
Under it, a deed from Madaline Ba- 
biarz to Joseph Babiarz, and a bond 
and mortgage given by Joseph Ba- 
biarz to Madaline Babiarz, are de- 
clared to be fraudulent and void. 
They are set aside in so far as a 
judgment obtained by Samuel and 
Elmo Clark entered July 30, 1932, 
are concerned. It is also declared 
that a judgment entered in October, 
1931, 
in favor of M. J. Babiarz 


against Magdaline Babiarz is frau- 
dulent and void, and a judgment in 
favor of the Clark's against Magda- 
line Babiarz is declared a lien on 
the property described in the above 
mentioned deed. As to another de- 
fendant, Antony Wolan the bill in 
equity is dismissed. This case grew 
out of an alleged attempt on the 
part of Mrs. Madaline Babiarz to 
escape the payment of a judgment 
obtained by the Clarks for injuries 
to Samuel Clark when a tree on the 
Babiarz property fell upon him. 


Duties and powers of controllers 


in counties and cities is explained 
in the supreme court opinion handed 
down at -Philadelphia in the case of 
the Thayer Company against Coun- 
ty Controller R. C. McCaslin, a copy 
of which has been received at the 
profchonptary's office. Regarding the 


controller's power to exercise his dis- 
cretion in respect to the Thayer 
case the court observes: "We find in 
the law no warrant for such an at- 
titude. The full power of discretion 
in the case under discussion is vest- 
ed in the county commissioners 
when the court approves. 
"Section 341 of the act provides 
that the controller shall have a 
general supervision and control of 
the fiscal affairs of the county, and 
the accounts and official "acts of all 
officers, or other .persons, who shall 
collect or distribute 
the 
public 


moneys, or shall be charged with 
the management thereof. 


"This refers to the accounting 


side of the county's business, not the 
contracting and management part. 
Controllers are not overlords of other 
county officials. The controller is 
intrusted with the duty of making, 
or even of supervising, the contracts 
of other departments. 
He is the 


head book-keeper and his office-Is 
to see that the various departments 
do not exceed their appropriations, 
nor apply them to purposes not 
within their proper scope.

By Taxing Delinquents When 


Their Ships Enter U. S. Ports 


In his budget message, Neville Chamberlain made no allowance for 


$85,670,765 that England owes Uncle Sam in June.

WASHINGTON, April 25,-Just 


one and only one method seems to 
be open to^ Uncle Sam to collect, 
slowly, some of the war debts due 
from Europe. to this country. . 


.This method is to tax the money 


out of the delinquents, by levies on 
their ships, whenever they enter 
American ports. 


It will not be a 
satisfactory 


method. 


It will be a retaliatory proceeding, 


akin to war, which, is injurious to 
the folk who engage in it, as well as 
to those against whom it is waged. 


It will have to be continued al- 


most indefinitely, .to yield much. 


It will, not penalize welshing peo- 


ple like Belgium, which have little 
or no shipping. 


It will keep world trade disturbed. 
Still, it will be a- constant remind- 


er to the welshers that they have 
welshed. It will be a real irritant 
to the English, who make a great 
pretense of commercial honesty; and 
some little irritant to the French, 
who do not brag so loudly of their 
honesty, but who, nevertheless, are 
proud, and do not like to be caught 
repudiating their obligations. 


It will be an embarrassment to the 


welshing nations, too. 


They have goods which they wish 


to sell to Americans, and, if their 
ships are especially taxed when they 
bring such goods here, they will have 
to use American bottoms, or the 
bottoms of countries (for example, 
those of little -Finland, which pays 
what . it owes, on the nail), that 
haven't welshed. 


At least in theory it should give 


an advantage to the American trade 
of the square-shooting peoples of the 
world, at the repudiationists' ex- 
pense. 


Presumably it should amount to a 


subsidy of American shipping, qh 
ified by consideration that it would 
be shared in by the shipping- of 
other maritime powers (Finland's, 
Scandinavia's and Japan's- among 
them), which never have reneged on 
indebtedness to the United States. 


And finally, it is not to be lost 


sight of that it WOULD be a re- 
taliatory step. 


It is well-nigh beyond human en- 


durance not to think of retaliation

Neville Chamberlain, takes credit, in 
a formal address to parliament, for 
a $149,350,000 budget surplus, while 
simultaneously chortling (no milder 
term will do) that he has made no 
allowance for an 585,670,765 payment 
due to Washington in June.

WASHINGTON, April 25.—"Evo- 


lution" and not "revolution" was the 
definition President Roosevelt gave 
the country of his new deal today.
